Nicholas the'Second, by “the 
grace of God emperor and autocrat of 
ail the Russias, grand duk e of Fin­ 
land, etc., declare to all our faithful 
subjects that the troubles and agita­ 
tion in our capitals and in numerous 
other places fill our heart with ex ces­ 
sive pain and sorrow. 
The happiness 
of the Russian sovereign is indissolu­ 
bly bound up with the happiness of 
our people, and the sorrow of our peo­ 
ple is the sorrow of the sovereign.

org an ization , an d we kn ow that every 
free g overn men t is a g overn men t by 
party . If all the state officers were 
n omin ated at on e time an d held office 
durin g 
four 
y ears, 
the

org an ization , in a broad sen se, would 
suiYer. It seems to me to be a g ood 
thlog for the party to g et tog ether In 
con ven tion as often as on ce In two 
y ears.

geons. 
Hoch fav ored it to a certain 
ex tent. 
It was ex plained to Mnollor on his 
say ing he would “ rather face the rope” 
that Professor Andrews in his address 
to students at the univ ersity suggested 
that it would be well where criminals 
v olunteered to be made subjects of an­ 
atomical study to ex punge their crimi­ 
nal records. 
The suggestion carried 
with it some hope of freedom where 
criminals recov ered from intricate op­ 
erations. 
The light of hope shot into Mueller’s 
face, “ i'd take a chance on that, I be­ 
liev e,” lie said at last, “ if l recov ered 
I might be happy again, and I'd kuow 
I bad done humanity some good any ­ 
way .”

Influx, and, b eing unab le to release j 
itself from the suction, had remained I 
there until it died, and thus, for g<>>d- 
ness knows how long, all the w ater 
consumed in the town had first filtered 
through the decomposed carcass of Hie 
alligator.
